In response to the June 10, 2003 restriction requirement. Applicants submit the 
following. The Examiner restricted Applicants to the claims of: Group I, claims 1-5 and 9; 
Group ni, claims 6-8, 10-14 and 20-23; and Group 11, claims 15-19. However, restriction is 
only proper where the inventions are independent and distinct. 35 U. S. C. § 121, emphasis 
Applicants*. Claims 6-8, for example, depend directly or indirectly from claim 1, and thus 
are not independent. They are the antithesis of independent. They are dependent. Thus, as 
to these claims, restriction to a group which does not also include claim 1 is improper. 
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Withdrawal of the restriction as it relates to claims 1-5 and 9, on the one hand, and claims 6- 
8, on the other, is thus respectfully requested. And, since the Examiner has grouped claims 
10-14 and 20-23 with claims 6-8, claims 10-14 and 20-23 presumably should also be 
examined with the group including claims 1-9. 

In keeping with the requirement that, to be considered complete, this response 
must include an election of an invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed. Applicants elect to have examination of the invention of claims 1-5 and 9, and, if 
the restriction as between claims 1-5 and 9 on the one hand, and claims 6-8 on the other is 
ultimately reversed, claims 6-8, 10-14 and 20-23 as well.
